770 Springfield Street has become the new home for SPAN 
Center, the counseling and resource agency for youth and 
families in Agawam. 

The relocation was made possible through contributions from 
many Agawam citizens and businesses. 

The move became necessary when two additional staff persons 
were hired in October of 1973 making the former location at 
1357 Springfield Street inadequate. 

The staff and board of directors have been searching for a new 
location since July, 1973. Purchase of the 770 Springfield Street 
property was decided upon as the best alternative available only 
after many rental properties, both houses and store fronts, were 
exhaustively investigated. 

Although SPAN Center receives funding to operate from the 
Town of Agawam and federal and state sources, they were 
prohibited from using these funds for capital investment. The 
funds, however, can be used to decrease a mortgage. SPAN and 
the Agawam Citizen Organization (A.C.O.) therefore appealed 
directly to Agawam citizens and businesses for donations to help 
them raise the $5,100 needed for downpayment. The response 
was overwhelming and the money was raised within one month. 

SPAN provides counseling and resource services and referral 
information free of charge to youth, adults and families of 
Agawam. Services are provided by professionals and is strictly 
confidential. In addition, SPAN provides a service for people 
desiring help, information or referral over the telephone. The 
phone number is 786-6410. SPAN is open Monday through 
Friday, 9 a.m. to 9 p.m.

The big issue at the State 
House last week was school 
busing and racial imbalance. 
Thousands of mothers, fathers 
and children marched around 
the building carrying banners 
and singing songs. A favorite 
seemed to be the great World 
War I, George M. Cohan tune 
"Over There,” with special 
anti-busing lyrics. The com¬ 
munity singing was very much 
in tune with the peaceful, even 
jolly character of the demon¬ 
stration. The sun was shining. 
Ice cream vendors were doing a 
brisk business. It was a lovely 
day for a demonstration that 
was fortunately marred by no 
ugly incidents. 

The parents, of course, were 
objecting to the implemen¬ 
tation of the Racial Imbalance 
Act in Boston, objecting speci¬ 
fically to the busing of their 
children which the implemen¬ 
tation of the act, which has so 
far been delayed for the nine 
years since the law was passed, 
wouiu appear to require. 

They were drawn to the 
hearings being held inside by 
the legislature's Committee on 
Education on 32 different bills 
that have been filed in the 
General Court this year to 
postpone, repeal, or otherwise 
inhibit the Racial Imbalance 
Law.
